Star Route Carriers Who Make 


Rural Deliveries Will Not be 


Permitted to Act as 


Express Agents. 


"Washington, July 20.—An order Is 


sued by Postmaster General Smith 
provides 
that box delivery by star 


route carriers will not be permit!*', 
over such portions of star routes as 
fere in operation for rural deliver} 
service. 


Another order of great importance 


to the rural is as follows: "Hereafter 
rural letter carriers sbaH not act as 
agents, salesmen or solicitors for ex 
press companies, letter-box manufac- 
turers, wholesale houses, corporations 
er arms, nor engage in any business 
or avocation which would interfere 
with the proper performance of theii 
official duties. 
But they may ac< as 


news agents, sell uoxvipajjera or peri 
odic.als on their own account v-r ac- 
<-ept and collect subscript^cs for the 
same.
